Nighe, *The Fifteenth, wee 
marched againe carly to «Abbermi/ Bridge, where we 
met his Excellence with. the reſt of his Forces, and-(o 
advanced along with the Army, untill we came to the 
place where we now lie; being about a mile from Rea- 
ding,on the Rode to Newherry,to which place we came 
to our Quarter under a hedge in Greenfield, about nine 
of the Clock that night, where we lay. that night ; on- 
ly-there was a command given to me, to draw forth of 


, our Regiment thirty men for Pioners, anda like pro- 


porcionout of all che Regiments being at thattime a- 
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bout nine or tenne; only Major Generall Skippo 
was exempted, being appointed as a guard for the a- 
foreſaid Labourers. | 

I ledupour thirty men to the place appointed a- 
bour'cleven of che clock that night, to which p'ace 
came Major Generall with his Regiment, azd !ea- | 
ding them and the Worke-mea to a fic place ncare 
the Towne, raiſed a Battery, where that moraiag 
were the great Ordinance planted, and began to play 
hotly upon che Enemy,the Enemy had done as much 
before upon our Labourers, but thankes bee ro God 
they came all ſafe off: all chat day the Majors Regi- 
ment maintained that worke, and loſt but foure men, 
and very few wounded: two other Regiments ap- 
proached the ſame day towards che Towne, in other 
P—_ all which Regimears were that night being | 

abbath night, appointed chree other Regimencs, as 
Reſervesro them, lying behinde the next convenient 
hedges behinde them , one whereof was ours, being s | 
Reſerves to thoſe that were appreached roward the 
Enemies workes , that lyeon this {ide of the Towne, 
on the lowermot lefr point roward Cawſyme bridge, 
the 17th. at night the three Regiments of Reſerves re: 
leeved the ocher three, that were upon the polats, and 
three other drawne out as Reſerves to rhem : upon | 
Manday inthe after noone, the Enemy ifſaed our of 
the Port toward Sir Y/lliam Conſtables Regiment, 
to whom ours was as Reſerves with a Troop of Horſe, 
and about 30.Musquetiers,burt were quickly beaten in, 
Sir #«l/iam having loſt one man, and the Enemy three 
that were ſ{eene; that night we fell into the (ame point, 
in Sir rill;iams coome., and relieved them : Colonell 
| Hovorne 
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Hoborne being appointed as Reſerves tous, we plyed 
them and they ns al! char night with Maſquers,ſending 
each other plenty ot lead, and chey ſear us ſome pew- 
rer, ren came we in a more ſpeciall manner ro take 
norice of Gods providence , in direQiag the bullets 
| that they (hoald no: haurcus, for wee had not one man 
that nighe wounded, rhe next morniag (I having the 
Honour to command our ſecond grand Diviſion) by 
breake of day ſent the one halfe ofir under the Com- 
mand of Capraine Callingwood, to take another hedge 
one fields breadch nearer co the Enemy, being within 
Carbine ſhor of their workes, after whom when Thad 
given ſome other direQions [ went my ſelfe, from 
which place weplyed che Enemy Juſtily, bur coald nor 
| doe them much hart, onely our Sonldiers ſaid they fee 
three men fall : bur adout noone T gor down our Sa- 
ker, and one Drake,to that very place,and our Gunner 
began ro pelt chem with round and caſe ſhot , ard 
ſhewed good courage therein, yer the Enemy would 
| not much ſhew themſelvs to us.threfore I commanded 
a Liev:wita three fyles of Muſquets,to goe under the 
fazourot a crofſe hedge, as neere as mighr be to cheir 
workes , and then ſhew themſelves and fire upon 
them, which they did, and chen they were anſwered 
| roundly, but they made ſafe retreate tous, andonely 
one man was wounded, 
| Then the \\ afpes began ro be angrv, and began to 
lee and hum nimbly ad-ur our cares all rhac day,wirh- 
cacalmolt any intermifsion; after a while they iſſy- 
ed ou: ſome few of chem towards us . bat were quickly 
, {cnrin againe, yer after thar chey came forth againe 
inaco aa Occhard b:low their Workes, and our hedge,

ſachat; woe were conſtrained: to draw forth. intoche 
plaina-Meddaow. abouc 40. Masketiers,and'expoſe them 
toxheirſhor; and. Capraine ASHLEY whoſhewed a 
aregt daale of courage, came. dowae preſently, from 
que firſt grand Diviſion; with. aParty, of Masketiers, 
aadtooke the Meddaw. on our. lefc.hand-; and Fiering 
hotly upon them, and they, upon. us, and notwithſtan- 
ding;thatthey had che Fence af a ditch Bank,and 
asyer:they were ſonneſentin. againe,. and, ayrs came 
all: ſafe. off, bleſſed bee Gad.,, anely one Serjeant 
ſhotin-thefoor: And thus we continued pelting-cach 
atother, all che day, untill wee were relicyed at 9, or 
ka: a Clocke atNight, we loſtonely two men, both of 
Capraine ASHLEY $,onc Drummer ſhot1n the head as 
helay under a-hedge, anorner ſhot inthe Belly as hee 
had beea to fetch.himſelfe ſome food,. and was com- 
ming to us azaine:we had not above foure or ſix woun- 
ded, bleſſed bee Gop : our Men (hewed ſo much cous 
rage, that His Excellency tooke ſpeciall notice of us, 
and ſent usthankes, which was honour enough for all 
Our paines we tooke. 

All other Regiments as farre as I heare, have done 
bravely, and every one as he comes upon duty, Iabours 
ro gaine ground of the Town, ſo that now wee are all 
very neare, 

Wee lie all in the Fields day and night, wee want 
proviſion much, and Money: Faire water is very com- 
fortable to us, where wee have time,and opportunity 
"come byir: I thanke my GOD, Ifinde as much 
comfortand health lying under a hedge, and ſuftering 
Hunger and Thirſt, and Cold, as when I lay jna Fea- 
ther Bed, and fared well : So good is our GOD unto' 
us, in carrying us on ia his \Vorke ; For Men ſlaine 
or 
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orweundedin allour Arn y,19.was the moſt laſt Nighe 
that were Slain,accidenrs aad all,and not many woun- 
ded, very few indeed conſidering the thouſands of bul- 
lersgrear and ſmall, that are Shot at us; and make us 
ſevera'l ſorts of Muſicke,as they paſſe thorow the Aire: 
We'heare that of the Enemy many are Slaine, 40. kil- 
tedar once, by one ſhort ofa Granado, that fell righr 
amongſt there: we heare thar one Colonell of theirs js 
Slain, what more weeknow not. Upon Munpayr 
they received a ſupply of 500 Men,and foore Loads of 
Proviſion, Burt I hope they make as merry as they can 
with that, but ſhall get no more They ſtand ſtourly 
ro their workes, andare well fortified, 

Sir, this is the ſumme of what I could take notice of, 
andas neere as poflible I can the Truth, though noc 
expreſſed in ſo good Phraſe as irmight bee: bur T 
hope you will oncly make uſe of it for yourowne pri- 
vate information , and accept of it as from-him thae 
deſires to ſerve you, and remaine.
